Councillor Lovell was also 
called over the coals by 
development trust chief 
executive Marcus Dixon 
over comments he made at 
a meeting of the Strategy 
and Policy Committee. 

At that meeting Council¬

A SECOND heavy snow 
fall in two weeks, with 
temperatures plummeting 
to minus 10 overnight on 
Sunday, brought more 
chaos to the streets of 
Lyme Regis. 

Although the main road 
through the town was ne¬ 
gotiable with care on Mon¬ 
day morning, the ungritted 
sideroads were treacherous 
with a number of minor 
accidents being reported. 

One vehicle skidded into 
a shop at the top of town 
and a people carrier 
slipped down most of 
Woodmead Road before 
colliding with a wall and 
lamp post. 

Residents of Woodmead 
Road expressed their anger 
that once again the gritting 
in their road was non-exis¬ 
tent after Dorset County 
Council refused to add it to 
their route. 

Mr Jim Sweetland told 
the View from Lyme Regis: 
“Once again the lack of 
grit in Woodmead Road 
caused several accidents - 
one could have had serious 
repercussions when a peo¬ 
ple carrier slid halfway 
down the road, mounted 
the pavement, hit a wall, 
carried on down the pave¬ 
ment, hit the lamp post and 
finished up in a wall fur¬ 
ther down. 

“The seriousness of this 
is, had this happened 20 
minutes earlier, 20 
Woodroffe School chil¬ 
dren would have been 
walking down this road on 
their way home. 

“This is not the first time 
this has happened. Last 
year only a few yards fur¬ 
ther up the road the same 
thing occurred, demolish¬ 
ing a wall at Councillor 


Lucy Campbell’s house - 
at that time the Lire 
Brigade were called 

“I understood that Lyme 
Regis Town Council re¬ 
quested that Dorset 
County Council add Hill 
Road, View Road, and 
Woodmead Road to the 
gritting scheme. The town 
council tractor was used in 
other areas of Lyme Regis 
so maybe the council may 
think of having a grit pile 
to enable more roads to be 
gritted. 

“It is now Sunday and 
still nothing has been done 
and I am sure the fire en¬ 
gine would find it difficult. 

“If anything happens in 
Church Street area of the 
town, Anning Road and 
Woodmead Road is the 
main route in and out of 
Lyme Regis and should be 
gritted as such.” 

Another Woodmead 
Road resident, Danny 
Hopkins, said many of his 
neighbours, particularly 
those who were elderly 
were up in arms that the 
road had not been gritted. 


Mr Hopkins said that 
public spirited residents 
had done their best to grit 
the road using the sand and 
salt from the new grit bin 
at the junction of Wood¬ 
mead Road and View 
Road. 

Hazardous 

He told the View. “Last 
year we had a bad accident 
here in front of our house 
and fortunately no casual¬ 
ties. But for how long in 
these hazardous circum¬ 
stances before someone is 
seriously injured. Only 
yesterday another vehicle 
slid sideways and collided 
with a lamp post. 

“I hope the town council 
will take note of our views 
and for very little cost do 
something about it.” 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
confirmed that the town 
council had asked Dorset 
County Council to add An¬ 
ning Road, Woodmead 
Road and Hill Road to 
their gritting route, but 
they had declined. 

However, they had 
added Clappentail Lane to 


the route, although the 
town council had not re¬ 
quested this. 

Mr Lewis said the coun¬ 
cil’s outside staff did grit 
crucial areas on Lriday and 
Monday, with sand and salt 
provided by the county, 
but were hampered by the 
fact that only two workers 
were able to get into Lyme. 

He also confirmed that 
discussions had taken 
place between himself and 
Council Owen Lovell, 
chairman of the the Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee, 
about the possibility of the 
town council taking over 
responsibility for gritting 
the side roads in the future. 

The council will be dis¬ 
cussing this proposal in the 
New Year. 

Lyme came to a virtual 
standstill on Lriday and 
Monday with banks and 
many town centre shops 
closed. 

The snow also played 
havoc with the town’s 
Christmas celebrations, 
causing the cancellation of 
a number of events, includ¬ 
ing the Town Band’s an¬ 
nual Christmas concert on 
Saturday evening.

No more community rooms 
for Lyme, says resident 


A LYME Regis resident has objected to plans for two 
new community rooms to be built on top of the Marine 
Parade shelters as part of its regeneration project. 

At last week’s full council meeting, local historian Ken 
Gollop told councillors during the public forum that the 
only advantage of the new community rooms would be 
their views, which would be similar to that of the Ma¬ 
sonic Hall or the Marine Theatre. 

He added: “We already have over 20 meeting rooms or 
halls in Lyme so we do not need any more.” 

Mr Gollop listed one of the main disadvantages of the 
community rooms to be their “exposed position”. 

He added: “There is no vehicular access or parking - 
the nearest, if available, being at Cobb Gate and Van Al¬ 
lens Car Park, otherwise Woodmead Halls, Holmbush 
Car Park or Monmouth Car Park - quite a walk, espe¬ 
cially in bad weather which can come at anytime of the 
year. 

“Pedestrian access is awkward in rough or wet weather. 
Can you imagine carrying wedding cakes, champagne or 
artists’ easels from the Cart Road to the rooms in a south¬ 
ern gale and pouring rain?” 

Mr Gollop questioned the council whether they were

going to allow vehicular access along the Marine Parade 
to overcome this problem. He also asked whether the 
council could afford the community rooms. 

“We’ve had the financial disaster at the Strawberry 
Lield, we’re continuing to finance the Marine Theatre and 
now it appears we have trouble getting rent in from some 
seafront concessionaires. 

“If you intend on charging no or low rents for the com¬ 
munity rooms, we shall be subsidising it in the future. 

“I cannot see how they will pay for the maintenance, 
cleaning and staff time, let alone generate income.” 

Mr Gollop asked councillors not to continue with the 
building of the community rooms. 

“I think you will be wasting our money on this project, 
and I mean our money not your money, especially bearing 
in mind the financial restraints we are going through at 
the moment.” 

Mr Gollop’s observations were noted by the council 
without comment.

Councillor pushes for regeneration 
scheme to solve traffic problems

A COUNCILLOR has ex¬ 
pressed his disappointment 
that a scheme to regenerate 
the Cobb Gate area in 
Lyme Regis was rejected. 

At a recent Community 
Development Partnership 
meeting, Councillor Stan 
Williams put forward ideas 
for a regeneration scheme, 
which would improve traf¬ 
fic congestion problems at 
the bottom of Broad Street. 

However, he lost the vote 
to take the idea forward 
with five votes to four, as 
many councillors were 
concerned at the cost of 
£6,500 for a project man¬ 
ager, commercial agent 


and cost consultant needed 
to develop the project. 

At last week’s full coun¬ 
cil meeting. Councillor 
Williams raised the idea 
again. 

He said: “I was very dis¬ 
appointed that I lost this 
vote five to four. I put for¬ 
ward what I thought was a 
great idea. It’s a fantastic 
scheme that would open 
up the square and make it 
an attractive area.” 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, asked 
Councillor Williams if he 


had anything new to add 
or if he was just repeating 
what was said at the previ¬ 
ous meeting. 

Councillor Williams said 
that as several councillors 
weren’t at the previous 
meeting, and as it was a 
close vote, he should bring 
the matter up again. 

Councillor Ken Meech, 
who did not attend the pre¬ 
vious Community Devel¬ 
opment Partnership 
meeting, asked what the 
scheme involved. 

Councillor Williams said 


the scheme would include 
the regeneration of the 
public toilets, more park¬ 
ing spaces and space for 
coach drop-offs, and 
would possibly involve the 
Tourist Information Centre 
moving into the square. 

He added: “It would 
bring many more people 
into the town centre with¬ 
out blocking it up.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
reminded the council that 
they were not supposed to 
be discussing anything 
that was not already on the 
agenda. 

Councillor Williams said 
they should not dismiss 


the idea and re-iterated a 
point that Councillor Lucy 
Campbell made at the pre¬ 
vious meeting - money 
had already been spent on 
reports about traffic man¬ 
agement schemes in the 
area, and these should be 
used while still relevant. 

“We need to look into 
the long term future of the 
town. What kind of coun¬ 
cil are we if we’re not 
looking to the future be¬ 
cause of the money, when 
we have spent money on it 
already?” 

Councillors did not dis¬ 
cuss the item any further.

Time to think about what 
kind of theatre Lyme wants 


■ I AM extremely grateful for the extensive coverage 
and the supportive editorial note about the Marine The¬ 
atre in the last two issues of the View From Lyme Regis. 
May I now take the opportunity to summarise where we 
are and what we plan for the medium and longer term 
future. 

When I spoke to the town council about our current 
financial issues I was careful to begin by saying that 
what was remarkable was not that I was there, but that I 
hadn’t been there before. Support from our town coun¬ 
cil has been nothing short of magnificent but they, and 
we, have always understood that running a professional 
theatre and, at the same time, meeting the diverse needs 
of local groups and audiences, would need significantly 
more funding. 

I say again that we are seen as one of the three main 
arts providers in West Dorset but we exist on less than 
half the core funding of the two others, while providing 
more events and attracting more visitors than either. 
This has been the rationale behind approaches to the 
Arts Council and to WDDC. We could not have been 
more persistent in the pressing of our claims to WDDC; 
it has been a four-year campaign. I am dismayed that 
they have not been willing to acknowledge our case 
thus far but we are, at least, promised a full review at 
the end of 2011 and there may be reason for optimism. 

I am also optimistic about the fact that West Dorset 
are consulting on our suggestion that a small levy on 


their Lyme Regis car parks could meet the needs of 
Lyme Regis people, not just for the benefit of the the¬ 
atre but for the Woodmead Halls, the youth club, B 
Sharp! and many other of the entirely worthy organisa¬ 
tions which this small community manages to sustain. 

At the end of the day, however impressive our profes¬ 
sional programme and however many of our 22,000 
customers may come from outside Lyme, this theatre is 
nothing if it is not meeting the needs of our local com¬ 
munity. The LymeArts Community Trust originated in 
2002 from the very clear wish of the people of this 
town for a theatre of the kind which we have tried to 
manage for the past eight years. 

We do think that now may be the time to open up the 
debate again about what sort of theatre the people of 
Lyme Regis want for their town and to this end we will 
be holding an open day and consultation, probably in 
early March. Out of this will come, we hope, a new and 
sustainable vision, new recruits for our volunteers and 
our Theatre Friends organisation and, particularly, two 
or three people who might be willing to act as trustees. 

This has been a very enervating few months at the 
theatre but our determination - staff, trustees. Friends 
and volunteers alike - to give this town the theatre it 
wants and deserves, is undimmed.

Lyme Matters

F eelings are 

running very 
strong in cer¬ 
tain corners of the 
town over the gritting 
of the roads, or should 
I say, the lack of grit¬ 
ting, following the 
second heavy snow 
fall this month. 

Things were pretty 
chaotic when Lyme 
was hit by snow in 
January with little or 
no grit available for 
the side roads. 

Since then, the town 
council has worked 
hard to be better pre¬ 
pared by acquiring 
and filling grit bins at 
critical places around 
the town. But they 


failed to persuade 
Dorset County Council 
to extend their gritting 
route to take in areas 
such as Woodmead Road 
and Anning Road. 

The severity of the sec¬ 
ond blast this week, 
however, has high¬ 
lighted the frailty of 
Lyme’s winter contin¬ 
gency plans and the 


View was inundated 
with complaints on 
Monday about the dan¬ 
gerous state of the side 
roads. 

Budgetary restraints 
prevent the county coun¬ 
cil doing much more 
than the main road 
through the town. The 
town council has no 
statutory requirement 


to grit the roads and 
footpaths, other than 
those they own such as 
the public gardens and 
the cemetery. 

But councillors recog¬ 
nise that they do have a 
duty of care towards the 
people who live in the 
town and outside staff 
have been deployed to 
grit other areas such as 


Staples Terrace, where 
there is a high propor¬ 
tion of elderly, Sher¬ 
borne Lane and Hill 
Road. 

One of the problems is 
that, unlike in years 
gone by, not all council 
staff live in Lyme and 
some of them were un¬ 
able to get into work. 

We also received many 
complaints about the 
pavements in Broad 
Street not being treated 
which forced people to 
walk in the road. 

There was a time when 
householders and shop¬ 
keepers kept the bit of 
road outside their prem¬ 
ises clear, but that does 
not seem to happen now. 


Some also argue that 
there is just not enough 
sand and salt in the 
town, which will ac¬ 
count for a number of in¬ 
stances of people driving 
to a convenient grit box 
and helping themselves. 

Woodmead Road was at 
its most treacherous 
again with one vehicle 
sliding from top to bot¬ 
tom, colliding with walls 
and lamp posts on the 
way down. 

But we have to accept 
that the snow was much 
more severe than we are 
used to - or indeed pre¬ 
pared for. We are just 
not used to getting such 
heavy snowfalls every 
year - certainly not three 
times in a year. 

Perhaps this is going to 
be the norm in the future 
as the seasons seem to be 
more extreme each year. 
That being the case, the 
town council may have 
to rethink their winter 
plan again and I’m 
pleased to hear that 
Owen Lovell, chairman 
of the council’s policy 
making committee, is al¬ 
ready in talks with the 
town clerk about the 
town council’s future 
policy. 


More gossip on the election front... 


■ SURPRISE of the week on the election 
front - local businessman George 
Symonds will be contesting one of the two 
Lyme Regis seats on West Dorset District 
Council in next May's local elections as an 
official Conservative candidate. Sitting 
member Daryl Turner will be the other Tory 
candidate. 

I say "surprise" because former Tory coun¬ 
cillor Owen Lovell also went before the 
local branch panel and didn't get selected 


as one of the Lyme candidates. 

Owen lost his seat, along with fellow Tory 
councillor Ken Meech, at the last district 
elections when they were beaten by Daryl 
Turner (then a Liberal Democrat) and inde¬ 
pendent Pat Hicks whom I think will also be 
putting his name forward for the district 
council next May. 

George Symonds has been taken an in¬ 
creasing interest in local politics in recent 
times and is no stranger to council affairs, 


having fought long battles with both the 
district and town councils over issues on 
the Marine Parade where he runs the 
Amusement Arcade. 

On the town council front, local painter 
and decorator Terry O'Grady has tells me he 
is definitely standing for the town council 
as one of six who will be fighting as a group 
with the intention of improving youth pro¬ 
vision in the town.

1 I hMUKSWp Robert Plant 

Following on from the acclaimed Led Zep reunion and collaboration with Alison 
Krauss in 2007, Plant decided to go his own way again in 2010. He returned with 
an album that invoked the name of the psychedelic blues band he fronted be¬ 
fore Zeppelin, full of bounding energy and bursting with unexpected eclecti¬ 
cism, The opening gambit is the terrific reworking of Los Lobos' 50s stomper, 
'Angel Dance.' Other highlights include his take on 60s dance floor filler, 'You 
Can't Buy My Love,'and the foreboding 30s gospel number,'Satan, Your Kingdom 
Must Come Down.'His new band, complete with Patty Griffin's beautifully wistful 
vocals and Buddy Miller's country-tinged guitar, stamp their mark on the album's 
sound - my highlight of the year. 

2 I Neil Young 

It takes a brave man to put out an album these days that features little more 
than a voice and an electric guitar, albeit one cranked to the max. And although 
two of the album's tracks ('Love And War' and 'Peaceful Valley Boulevard') are 
plaintive, acoustic numbers - that do break up the sonic barrage - the majority 
of the record is a full-on, ear bashing assault. Never less than both gripping and 
honest, it's proof Young is still an artist to be reckoned with, 

3 I Ellie Goulding 

A generation or so ago someone like Ellie Goulding would have recorded a more 
traditional sounding debut album. She ticks all the right boxes as a singer-song¬ 
writer, but takes things to the next level by fusing these talents with a rather 
more modern sound - folktronica, if you will. Genuinely great songs that may be 
all glossy and pop on the outside but aren't at all superficial. They have heart 
and soul; strip them down, remove the blips and bleeps - they sound just as 
good with nothing but guitar and voice.

On first listen, you'd be forgiven if you thought that this record is a long lost 
psychedelic classic, recorded on the West Coast in the late Sixties. You'd be right 
on one count - the bit about the West Coast - but this record doesn't come from 
the sunny shores of California, but Perth, Western Australia, Now Perth may be 
one of the most isolated cities on the planet, but surely it's heard some new 
sounds over the 40-odd years since Cream and Hendrix ruled the airwaves? Still, 
if it leads to records like this - who cares? 


Rumer 

Singer-songwriter Sarah Joyce has been trying to get noticed for some years, in 
many different musical genres. But at last she's found her true voice - and what 
a voice - under the guise of Rumer, Reminiscent of the pure, soft tones of Karen 
Carpenter - surely a marker for any female vocalist of this ilk - Rumer's vocals 
take her already effective, delicate songs to another level. 

61 in J JJ!l=j Marling 

Laura Marling has been a darling of the so called "nu-folk" scene for what feel 
likes an eternity. Her music is often painted with the miserablism brush but this 
record does offer the odd moments of optimism. However, few would disagree 
that Marling is at her most compelling when writing from a dark place. Songs 
like 'Hope In The Air' can't fail to get under one's skin or make you wonder how 
someone so young (Marling isn't yet 21) can write songs so mature and elo¬ 
quent. 

7 I Manic Street Preachers 

One last shot at mass communication. That's how the Manics summed up their 
manifesto for this, their tenth album. In the Britpop crazed mid to late Nineties, 
the Manics were more than mainstream, but their recent albums have seen a re¬ 
turn to a more edgier sound. They never lost their intellectual fire or the need 
to treat their music as a cause; making the sort of album they wanted to and not 
what some record label exec wanted was always going to be policy number one. 
So, what have Manics circa 2010 some up with? How about an album with the 
integrity of anything they're ever recorded but also the lush strings, harmonies 
and melodies of their most accessible work. And as for "mass communication," 
I guess touting the album on Strictly Come Dancing means they've achieved 

8 I WySBfBBffifBBgTfc Paul Weller 


After 2008's undoubted attempt at creating his own 'White Album', it was any¬ 
one's guess in which direction the Modfather would head next. Turned out, next 
on the agenda was a dose of angst-driven 21 st century punk that sounds as 
angry as anything he ranted with The Jam 30-odd years ago. And if it's hardly a 
surprise that Mr Weller isn't too content with modern life, the fact he's allowed 
the more avant-garde elements of this album's predecessor to slip through is. 
What on first listen may sound a more conventional Weller record has enough 
moments to prove he is still innovator and never one to rest on his laurels. 

9 \llhVm\Ui Hurts 

Synth pop duos may sound a little too 1981, but Hurts don't care if their look - 
and sound - scares off the too cool for school indie kid types. They have the 
tunes. And that's all that matters. They embrace the whole pop ethos to a mas¬ 
sive degree.They have huge ambition and even persuaded Kylie to sing on this, 
their debut offering. Rise above the obvious insults - wet look hair and a song 
that gushes about Verona in much the same way Ultravox did about Vienna - 
and soak up these widescreen, unashamedly pop, pop songs. 

10 I Bryan Ferry 

It's been a while since Roxy Music made an album (1982 to be precise) and it 
seems Bryan Ferry still doesn't quite have the nerve to slap that name on the 
front of a new record, Olympia so easily could have been that LP. Roxy have been 
touring again for the last ten years and this new release does features two mem¬ 
bers of the line-up. But instead of a tight group effort it boasts a string of big 
name guest stars - including Pink Floyd's David Gilmour, Jonny Greenwood of 
Radiohead, Red Hot Chili Peppers' Flea, and even old Roxy bandmate, Brian Eno 
- and makes this list for maybe nothing more than not imploding under the 
weight of expectation. Perhaps a little too much effort from Ferry to sound, well, 
effortless here. But there are some classic moments and, something tells me, 
this is the closest we'll ever get to that new Roxy album.

0 BASED on a 1999 estimated population count of North 
America and Europe, on Christmas Eve of that year Santa 
Claus had to visit 42,466,666 homes in a 12-hour period - 
that's 983 homes per second.

dar), the church holy day. 



CHRISTMAS is a summer holiday in South Africa. Chil¬ 
dren are fond of the age-old custom of producing pan¬ 
tomimes - for instance, "Babes in the Wood," founded on 
one of the oldest ballads in the English language.

0 CHRISTMAS stockings - when Santa lived in Turkey, he 
secretly gave money to three daughters by dropping it 
down the chimney. It landed in their stockings which were 
drying by the fire. 

0 CHRISTMAS themed place names around the UK 
include Christmas Common (Oxfordshire), Holly Green 
(Buckinghamshire), Turkey Island (West Sussex) and 
Cranberry (Staffordshire) 

0 DURING the Christmas/Hanukkah season, more 
than 1.76 billion candy canes will be made, 
fc, ^ ELECTRIC Christmas tree lights were first 
used in 1895.The idea for using electric Christ¬ 
mas lights came from an American, Ralph E. 
Morris. The new lights proved safer than the 
traditional candles. 

0 ENGLAND has only known seven white 
Christmases in the entire 20th century. 
According to the records of the Mete¬ 
orological Office in London, snow fell 
on Christmas Day only in 1938 and 
1976. (The definition of a white 
Christmas in England is when one 
snowflake falls on the roof of the 
London Weather Centre.) 

^ FATHER CHRISTMAS - was 
apparently born in 
Turkey in the fourth 
century, but no-one is 
sure when he moved to 
the North Pole. 

^ FATHER CHRIST¬ 
MAS always has a 
Nordmann fir. 

^ FATHER CHRISTMAS 
has two addresses, Edin¬ 
burgh and the North 


Pole. Letters addressed to 'TOYLAND' or 'SNOWLAND' go 
to Edinburgh, but letters addressed to 'THE NORTH POLE' 
have to be sent there because there really is such a place! 
0 FORMERLY called Kiritimati, Christmas Island in the In¬ 
dian Ocean is 52 square miles. 

0 FRANKINCENSE is a sweet smelling gum resin derived 
from certain Boswellia trees which, at the time of Christ, 
grew in Arabia, India, and Ethiopia. Tradition says that it 
was presented to the Christ Child by Balthasar, the black 
king from Ethiopia or Saba. The frankincense trade was at 
its height during the days of the Roman Empire. At that 
time this resin was considered as valuable as gems or pre¬ 
cious metals. The Romans burned frankincense on their al¬ 
tars and at cremations. 

^ GREEKS do not use Christmas trees or give presents at 
Christmas. A priest may throw a little cross into the village 
water to drive the kallikantzari (gremlin-like spirits) away. 
To keep them from hiding in dark, dusty corners, he goes 
from house to house sprinkling holy water. 

0 HALLMARK introduced its first Christmas cards in 1915, 
five years after the founding of the company. 

0 IN 1937, the first postage stamp to commemorate 
Christmas was issued in Austria. 

0 IN AUSTRIA and Germany during the 17th and 18th 
centuries, the tops of evergreens were cut and hung up¬ 
side down in a living room corner. They were decorated 
with apples, nuts and strips of red paper. 

^ IN GERMANY,Twelfth Night is known as 'Three Kings

MID-SEASON REVIEW 

PREMIER DIVISION 

(Reigning Champions: Lyme Regis) 

LYME Regis will not be giving up their 
grip on the Premier Division title with¬ 
out a fight. 

But as it stands South Petherton, still 
with a 100 per cent record, are in the 
driving seat. The return of striker Rich 
Hedditch from Westland Sports will only 
add to their chances of landing the 
championship for the fourth time in six 
seasons. 

But Lyme (who have yet to play a 
home league game), Beaminster, Mer- 
riott Rovers and IlminsterTown Reserves 
are all currently in a position to mount a 
title challenge. 

Strangely to'big five'have only met on 
three occasions so far. Beaminster beat 
Lyme Regis 1 -0 at the Memorial Ground 
but went down 2-1 at South Petherton's 
Lightgate Lane whilst Merriott Rovers 
hammered llminster Reserves 6-0. 

So with so many crucial matches still 
to be played it could still be the most 
open title races for many years despite 
Pethy's apparent domination. 

At the other end of the table both 
Combe Reserves and West & Middle 
Chinnock have yet to register a win this 
season and are favourites for the drop. 
The Chinnock's first appearance in the 
top flight has been hit by the loss of 
strikers Mark Cawley and Ian Masters 
who have both moved on to Castle Cary 
and IlminsterTown respectively. 

With four teams Combe have a large 
squad and this alone could still see new 
player-manager Ashley Fussell and his 
side mount a bid for safety. 

DIVISION ONE 

(Reigning Champions & promoted: Far¬ 
way United, West & Middle Chinnock) 
DIVISION One looks like being a three- 
way race between Winsham United, 
Crewkerne Town and Millwey Rise - al¬ 
though a consistent run could see 
Netherbury still re-emerge from the 
chasing pack. 

Winsham have still to drop a point and 
have already beaten Netherbury and, 
perhaps crucially Crewkerne Town. The 
Tigers, the division's top scorers, also 
dropped two points at their Henhayes 
home in a 4-4 thriller with Millwey Rise 
who showed their battling qualities to 
come back from 3-0 down. 

At the foot of the table the appoint¬ 


ment of new manager Tommy O'Hare 
has coincided with Thorncombe edging 
out of the bottom two. 

Charmouth looked doomed, and a 
further drop to division two will do their 
rebuilding plans no harm at all. The 
Robins look set to be accompanied one 
from Lyme Regis Reserves, llminster 
Colts, Norton Athletic or even Thorn¬ 
combe if their recovery stalls. 

DIVISION TWO 

(Reigning Champions & promoted: Mill¬ 
wey Rise, Norton Athletic) 

BEAMINSTER, bidding for an unheralded 
treble along with the Tommy Tabberer 
and Jack Venn Cups, appear to be 
nailed-on division two Champions. 

The free-scoring Rainbows, have al¬ 
ready banged-in five or more on five oc¬ 
casions in their quest for a third Division 
Two champonship (others in 77-78 and 
87-88). Unbeaten Shepton Beauchamp 
best placed amongst the chasing pack 
but don't write off Hinton or Crewkerne 
Rangers. 

Meanwhile three defeats in four 
games looks to have scuppered Uplyme 
hopes of a return to Division One after 
an absence of four seasons. 

The relegation issue seems to be set¬ 
tled already with Chard Rangers and 
Forton Rangers Reserves both playing 
division three football come next Sep¬ 
tember.

HEAVY snow has once again thrown the national 
hunt programme into chaos with Boxing Day racing, 
one of the highlights of the calendar in doubt follow¬ 
ing further heavy downfalls at the beginning of the 
week writes Stuart Broom. 

However things are looking brighter for Bob Buck¬ 
ler's stable despite still not being able to find that 
winner that will break their current poor run. 

Mizzurka who produced some exhilarating runs in 
bumpers last season to earn herself the much cov¬ 
eted 'black type'which enhances her breeding value 
considerably, made her debut over fences and fin¬ 
ished a very creditable fourth behind two highly re¬ 
garded horses in the Happy Christmas Mares' 
Novices' Hurdle at Exeter last Thursday. 

Ridden by the newly-crowned BBC Sports Person¬ 
ality of the Year and Championjockey A P McCoy, she 
didn't disgrace herself despite running a bit green. 


"She was a little bit uncertain going over fences for 
the first time, so we dropped her out at the back to 
start with," said Buckler. 

"She ran well but was up against two very good 
horses in Naughty Naughty and Kim Bailey's Silver 
Gypsy who won it, so fourth was a good result. AP 
who kept her in touch on the inside was delighted 
with her and said she did everything right and will 
come on for the run." 

John's Gift making his debut over fences in the 
Vote A.P. McCoy For BBC Sports Personality Novices' 
Chase on the same card ran what Buckler described 
as'a perfect run'. 

Starting the 66/1 outsider of a field of eight, he 
made a few jumping mistakes to finish sixth. "He 
learned a lot from the race which is the main thing, 
and although he made a few mistakes the race did 
him the power of good." 


Power Lord did well on his track debut, finishing 
fifth in the Free Bets At gg.com Novices' Hurdle at 
Towcester on the same day. 

In very sticky ground the three-year-old ridden by 
Nathan Sweeney allowed the field to get away, but 
got back into it with some good jumping and was 
staying on at the end. 

"It was a promising debut,"said Buckler. "He jumped 
pretty well but for one hurdle and was staying on at 
the end, so we are quite hopeful." 

The testing ground however put paid to Ready Or 
Not, another one making his debut over fences. 
Hampered at the first when he pecked, he started to 
make an impression but eventually the ground con¬ 
ditions got the better of him and he was pulled up 
two from home. 

Mister Matt put in a decent performance at New¬ 
bury in the Powersolve Electronics Greatwood Char¬ 


ity Handicap Chase over 2 Va miles finishing a not too 
distant eighth. 

"He did OK in a high class race and will come on for 
the run," added Buckler. 

The Henley trainer hoped that racecourses would 
act sensibly about cancelling fixtures over Christmas. 

"Boxing Day is big for all of the tracks that have fix¬ 
tures, but I hope they will be sensible and think of 
everyone in making decisions about calling racing 
off early if there is no prospect. 

"Trainers up and down the country will be working 
hard to prepare horses for the races, and it will be an¬ 
noying for us all if we work flat out for no real pur¬ 
pose, particularly if cards are called off very late when 
there was no real chance it was going ahead." 

Buckler has yet to decide which of his horses will 
be running, but expects entries at Wincanton and 
Fontwell, weather permitting.

"Each caution costs the club £10 
a and a sending off £50 in county 
FA'administration'costs, money a 
club like Bridport can ill afford to 
lose. 

"The money the club pay out 
could be used on something dif¬ 
ferent such as more kit, transport 
or a whole host of things. 

"The club have been looking at 
the situation closely over the past 
month or so, and the managers 
have been asked to relay their 
thoughts to the players. 

But at the end of the day it is 
down to the players to control 
their feelings."

AinsMe back to winning ways 


TRIPLE Olympic sailing champion Ben 
Ainslie saw a return to winning ways 
on Saturday, claiming one of Skandia 
Team GBR's three gold medals at the 
opening event of the 2010-11 ISAF 
Sailing World Cup series in Mel¬ 
bourne. 

Ainslie's victory came amid a British 
clean sweep of the podium spots in 
the Finn class where he was joined by 
World Champion Ed Wright, who took 
silver, and Giles Scott in bronze posi¬ 
tion. 

With the help of three wins in the 
nine-race qualifying series, the 33- 
year-old Ainslie, who is a director of 
the Weymouth and Portland National 
Sailing Academy, went into Saturday's 
double-points scoring medal race 
with a six point lead over Giles Scott, 
the World Championship bronze 
medallist and winner of summer's 
Skandia Sail for Gold World Cup event 


at Weymouth and Portland last sum¬ 
mer. 

Ed Wright was just one point behind 
Scott in third heading in to the final 
race. "Ed was going right and Giles 
was going left. I went with Giles," re¬ 
called Ainslie of his medal race tactics. 

"It (the wind) was slowly clocking 
left but there was a big right hand 
shift which lifted Ed." 

Wright took advantage of the condi¬ 
tions to finish the medal race in sec¬ 
ond, which boosted him into second 
place overall, while Scott finished the 
medal race in third with a fourth place 
enough to hand Ainslie gold - his first 
since his return to Finn class racing 
this year. 

Andrew Mills was Skandia Team 
GBR's fourth contender in the Finn 
medal race, finishing his regatta in 
eighth place.
